As an automotive humor magazine, my history has been one wildly imaginative adventure after another- 

involving many gifted people. . 

25-years ago I was born in the radical minds of two freelance automotive humorists: Cartoonist 1 eter Millar 
had teamed-up with Writer Carl Kohler. Together they devised me. Even today, neither ol them can remember 
which of them actually spotted the word car in the word cartoons, thus conceiving my name-C ARtoons. his fact 
tends to indicate automotive humorists may not be mentally bolted-togethcr too well 
They took me to Publisher Robert E. "Pete" Petersen who instantly recognized my potential• P”” 11 ^ 
me and gave me a modest home among the high-status publications—HO I ROD, MOTOR 1 REND. CAR CRAFT. 
ROD & CUSTOM— of automotive magazinedom. From that humble beginning, surrounded by journalistic giants, 
had a secret ambition: the hope of someday being available to readers via subscription as well as from new^tan s. 

That first year. 1959, I appeared upon newsstands everywhere as an experimental, one-time publication, ine 
world's very first and only automotive humor magazine. A singular appearance (pun intended). And 1 apparent y 
did well enough to reappear four-times the following year, edited by Millar. Those rollicking issues earned even 

more fans and readers. ... . . . T 

Time passed and I inkily wheeled along, edited then by Dick Day (who had been a cartoonist)-and now I was 
being published and distributed bi-monthly (6-times annually). Sometimes 1 wondered how l could possibly stand it 
if things got any better. 

After'Day turned my steeringwheel over to Editor Lynn Wineland (the only non -cartoon, st who ever drove me 
merrily through a buncha issues). 1 suddenly found myself streaking in high-gear-fueled with exotic craziness 
poured into mv pages by super-talented contributors-and now I had cartoomsh companions called HOT ROD 
CARTOONS (edited by George “Pappy" Lemmons). SURFtoons (edited by Carl “Beachbum Kohler) and 
CYCLEtoons (edited by Dennis “World's Tallest Elf* Ellefton) racing with me (and my newest editor Jack 
“Clowny Unk" Bonestell) for readers' attention. Somewhere during those competitive heats, SK Boons (edited by 
everybody) floundered in its own snow and melted away . p. D . ~ 

As if all that wasn't hectic enough, on the other side of town Peter Millar was leadfooting his own DRAO 
CARTOONS and BIG DADDY ROTH funnybooks. It was a truly mean scene every mythical mile of the way out 
1 emerged as an all-time winner, thanks to the fantastic contributing talent who helped maintain me and enable me 

to gain laps on the other funnybooks. , _ . ,„ t 

No sooner had everything quieted down and my figurative engine was merely idling than 1 discovered my late 
editor daffy Den-Den Ellefson. was fiendishly hunched behind my windshield and determined to take me cruisin 
where no cartoon magazine had ever rolled before. It was nothing but new trips from then on 

Boogyin’ with the changin' times, 1 was given the first foxy lady-cartoonist contributor. Shawn Kern. Meanwhile, 
high-test talent like cartoonists George "Draw'm Right /” Trosky. Steve "Mechanical Mayhem Austin and Bob 
"Madness-Plus” Hardin were filling my contents with brand new features Instructional inaienal. Decals. Buttons. 
Nutty games. Yet wilder stories satirizing all phases of the national car scene from skateboards to scoots, from 
muscle machines to famous funnycars-whatever had wheels and created excitement with speed. 

Ever since then, I've never had it so spiffy. ... „ . 

Best of all, my dream finally came true when 1984 finds me available by subscriptions as well as purchase Irom 
newsstands. Now I'm a bonafide humor magazine, thanks to a lot of dedicated people-including most importantly 

of all You Readers who cruise with me every issue. , . 

Never think for a hopped-up minute that passengers aren't who gives every moment oi cruisin added importance, 
meaning and fun because without You Readers. 1 wouldn l even be here 

Hope you enjoy the following pages which are glimpses of my lurid Past (for those ot you w ho were too young to 
read me in those yesteryears), and here's hopin' you'll ride right along with rne for years to come.
